The possibility of sending foods as

The group conferred with Presi- 


dent Roosevelt for more than an 
hour in what a White House offi-} 
cial said was a discussion on the 
administrative machinery for the 
“lease-lend” program proposed in 
the pending British aid bill. In 
the Senate, Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
proposed an amendment to give the 
President specific authority to “sell, 
transfer, exchange, lease, lend or 
otherwise dispose of” any ‘surplus 
farm commodities held by Govern- 
ment agencies. . 


Hopkins Reports. 


From Hopkins, the White House 
conferees were able to obtain in- 


‘formation which he had gathered 


during four weeks in Britain as 
President Roosevelt's personal emis- 
sary. 

Asked whether his presence 
meant that the question of sup- 
plying food to England had come 
up, the Agriculture Secretary, 
Claude R. Wickard, replied:

VTSUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS BROWDER 


PRISON TERM I 
PASSPORT FRA 


Rules Communist Leader’s 
Use for Re-entry Into 
U. S. of Visa Obtained 
by Falsification Violated 
Law. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
The United States Supreme Court 
upheld today the conviction of Earl 
Browder, 1940 presidential nominee 
of the Communist Party, on a 


charge of wilfully using a passport 
obtained by false statements. 
Justice Reed delivered the de- 
cision. No dissent was announced. 
Justice Murphy, former Attorney 
General, did not participate, 
‘Browder was.convicted by a jury 


in the Southern New York United 
States District Court. He was sen- 
tenced to four years’ imprisonment 
and fined $2000. The verdict was 
‘upheld by the United States Cir- 
cuit Court at New York. 

The Government contended that 
Browder, in applying for a pass- 
port in 1934, swore that he had 
not previously received a passport. 
The Government added that he 
had received passports under the 
name of Nicholas Dozenberg in 
1921, George Morris in 1927, and 
Albert Henry Richards in 1931. 

On returning from trips abroad 
in 1937 and 1938, Browder was 
alleged to have displayed-thke 193¢ 
passport as proof of his citizenship 
— right to enter the United 

tates. 5 


Basig of Indictment. 

The indictment was under a 
statute penalizing anyone who wil- 
fully uses “any passport the issue 
of which was secured in any way 
by reason of any false statement.” 

Counsel for Browder contended 
the use prohibitied was in foreign 
travel and not in returning to the 
United States. Browder was said 
to have been born in Wichita, Kan. 

The Justice Department replied 
that “nothing contained in the stat- 
ute points to an intention solely 
to penalize a use abroad.” 

Justice Reed asserted that “a 
condemned use of a passport se- 
cured by fraud seems obviously 
within the act.” 


Says Act Covers Re-entry. 

“It is quite true,” he said, “that 
passports are used chiefly in for- 
eign travel. There is no limitation, 
however, to that field and surely 
the close connection between for- 
eign travel and re-entry to this 
country is obvious, The plain mean- 
ing of the words of the act covers 
this use 

The Government does not urge 
that every use of a fraudulent 
passport is violative of the act but 
only. those ‘uses in connection with 
travel which are a part of the ordi- 
nary incentives for obtaining pass- 
ports.’ 

“Certainly the use to prove citi- 
zenship on re-entry to the country 
is within the ordinary incentives.”

Committeemen in 13 Wards 
Dissatisfied With Stand 
of Chairman Evers and 
Other Members. 


MAY GIVE DECISION 


Plan Is to ‘Draft’ Another 
Outstanding. Republican 
to Seek Nomination for 
Mayor. 


A group of Republican city com- 
mitteemen and. committeewomen 
representing 13 of the city’s 28 
wards, dissatisfied with the an- 
nouncement by Chairman Fred W. 
Evers and other committee mem- 
bers that they favor William E. 
Buder as candidate for Mayor, has 
organized with a view of “draft- 
ing” another outstanding Repub- 
lican to seek the nomination at the 
primary March 7. 

The group met Saturday after- 


noon in the office of Louis E. Mil- 


ler, attorney and, committeeman 
from the Seventeenth Ward, and 
discussed possible candidates. Mil- 
ler said to a Post-Dispatch report- 
er the group reached no decision 
but “made progress,” and that an 
announcement might be made after 
a second meeting, scheduled for 
today. 

Miller denied that a majority of 
the committee’s 66 members fa- 
vored Buder, 38-year-old attorney. 
Ten Republican ward organiza- 
tions have formally indorsed him; 
the others have as yet reached no 
decision. Next Monday is the final 
date for nominations. 

While Miller would not say what 
potential candidates were being 
considered by his group, it was 
disclosed by the Post-Dispatch last 
week that Evers and other mem- 
bers of the committee, in deciding 
to support Buder, had rejected the 
names of two men of long political 
former Gov. Henry S. 
Caulfield and William Dee Becker, 
Judge of the St. Louis Court of 
Appeals from 1917 to 1941. 

Former Gov. Caulfield has indi- 
cated he was definitely. out of the 
running and would not file, but 
Judge Becker, who has been active- 
ly supported by a group of busi- 
ness and professional men, has not 
reached a final decision. 
Chairman Evers, in announcing 
support of Buder’s candidacy, said 
he and other committee members 
felt that a “young, progressive can- 
didate” was preferable to an older 
man who had held public office a 
long time, | 
Besides Buder, the only other 
candidate who has filed is Walter 
J. G. Neun, former Circuit Judge 
and former President of the Board 
of Aldermen. Mayor Dickmann is

WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
Thurman Arnold, Assistant Attor- 
ney General, told the House Judi- 
ciary Committee today that labor 
union conflicts over jurisdictional 
matters soon may involve many 
defense projects. 

After enumerating some exam- 
ples of such controversy, the chief 


of the Justice Department's anti- 
trust division asserted: 

“It looks as if there's going to 
be more of this backing and fill- 
ing, this constant jangling. It’s go- 
ing to involve many national de- 
fense projects.” 

The first witness at committee 
hearings.on 12 so-called anti-strike 
bills, Arnold asserged that a recent 
Supreme Court decision—in the so- 
called Hutcheson case—apparently 
deprived the Justice Department 
of authority to prosecute labor or- 
ganizations which “have restrained 
trade for the purpose of destroying 
an established and legitimate sys- 
tem of collective bargaining.” 

(In the Hutcheson case the Su- 
preme Court upheld the dismissal 
of indictments against W. L. Hutch- 
eson, president of the United Car- 
penters’ Union, and other union 
members. They had been accused 
by the Government of violating the 
Sherman Anti-Trust Law in a ju- 
risdictional strike on a $3,000,000 
construction job at the Anheuser- 
Busch, Inc., plant in St. Louis.) 
Arnold urged’ the committee to 
make certain that no matter what 
labor legislation it approved, new 
powers granted should not be mis- 
used.

CAIRO, Feb. 17 (AP). — British 
general headquarters declared to- 
day that there are no Italian sol- 
diers left in Egypt, the Sudan or 
Kenya Colony “except as prison- 
ers.”

Franz von Papen, German Am- 
bassador to Turkey, was said to

Protection Increased in Ma- 
layan Waters Against 

Enemy Vessels Which

LONDON, Feb. 17 (AP).—The 
British Navy gave notice yesterday 
of the mining of Malayan waters to 
protect the great naval fortress of 
Singapore against unwelcome ships 
from the direction of Thailand, Chi- 
na, French Indo-China and Japan. 

The British press immediately 
linked this action with the advice 
ef British authorities urging Brit- 
ons to leave Thailand and occupied 
areas in China. 

The Admiraity, in warning ship- 
ping of the area to be mined, said 
the new field would extend 60 miles 
from the Singapore latitude and 30 
miles east of the Malayan coast, 
which would mean that mine fields 
laid around Singapore at the start

There was no official explanation 
for the action, but it followed a 

week of anxiety in the Pacific.“ 

The Sunday Times commented 
editorially that if Japan took any 
aggressive step it would find itself 
cut out of post-war foreign trade, 
since Japan “could not expect that 
we could trade on the same terms 
tomorrow with a country which 
tries to stab us in the back today.”

Japan Says Other Pacific Powers 
Are “Becoming Too Nervous.” 

TOKYO, Feb. 17 (AP).—Domel, 
Japanese news agency, quoted 
Vice-Foreign Minister Chuichi Oha- 
shi today as saying that “other 
Pacific Powers are becoming too 
nervous about the Far Eastern sit- 
uation and are applying unwar- 
ranted pressure against Japan.” 

“Although our rights and inter- 
ests in the South Seas are vital 
questions, we hope to settle them 
without resorting to force,” Domei 
quoted him as saying in reply to 
questions before the House of Rep- 
Tesentatives accounts committee. 

“Widespread misreports that Ja-

“These nations seem intent upon 
suppressing Japan.” 

“However, if any nation in- 
creases the pressure against Ja- 
Pan because of these misreports, 
Japan would be obliged to face the 
issue, which might cause serious 
consequences,” the agency quoted 
Ohashi as saying. 

The statement was interpreted 
as referring to the reported con- 
centration of British troops near 
the Thailand border. 

Simultaneously, Domei said, Oha- 
shi delivered what observers said 
may have been a hint against in- 
creased American naval forces at 
Manila, saying: 

“Japan is interested in the Phil- 
ippines as a friendly neighbor and 
ther ore desires that the islands 
won't endanger Japan in the fu- 
ture,” 

He also announced that the Jap- 
anese-Netherlands East Indies eco- 
nomic conference would be re- 
opened soon at Batavia as a result 
of conversations in Tokyo between 
himself and Netherlands Minister

The newspaper Asahi said in a 
dispatch from Batavia that Japa- 
nese women and children were be- 
ginning to withdraw from the East 
Indies because of “the worsening 
situation which has increased un- 
easiness among the Japanese.” 


In a Tokyo broadcast heard in 
New York, Domei said Foreign 
Minister Yosuke Matsuoka told the 
budget committee of the Japanese 
House of Representatives that the 
United States and Mexico possibly 
might conclude a military agree 
ment “especially in view of the sit- 
uation prevailing,” but declined to 
Say what his Government’s atti- 
tude would be toward it. 

The news agency said Matsuoka 
acknowledged considerable Mexi- 
can pressure against Japanese 
fishermen on Mexico’s west coast. 
However, he “expressed an optimis- 
tic view regarding this question,”

Fire Follows Hurricane in Spain; 
30,000 Driven From Their Homes 


102 Killed by Storm, Many of Them in Portugal 
Hundreds of Houses in Santander 


MADRID, Feb. 17 (AP).—The | 
San Sebastian radio reported to- 
day that 30,000 persons were forced 
from their homes by a fire which 
swept through Santander yester- 
day and today in the wake of = 
hurricane in which at least 102 per- 
sons were Killed in Spain and 
Portugal. 

Reports from Portugal said hun- 
dreds of persons still were miss- 
ing long after the hurricane blew 
itself out and it was feared the 


Portuguese army units were called 
out for rescue work. 

The flames at Santander were 
still blazing today, but fire fighters 
were believed to be bringing the 
conflagration under control. 
Among hundreds of buildings re- 
ported destroyed or badly dam- 
aged in the Bay of Biscay port city 
were the bank of Spain, the Ca- 
thedral, the Government revenue 
office and the Customs House. 
Money and other valuables were 
said to have been removed from 
the bank building before the flames 
reached it. The Cathedral, a 
Gothic style structure, was built 
in the thirteenth century. Much 
of the residential and commercial 
area surrounding it was destroyed. 


Few Casualties. 


The city’s homeless were report- 
ed to have been assembled in near- 
by summer resort towns and lodged 
in hotels ordinarily vacant at this 
time of year. Reports thus far 
received mention only a few cas- 
ualties. 

Losses from the fire, which was 
said to have been started by an 
explosion aboard an oil tanker in 
the harbor, were estimated at from 
$9,000,000 to $13,500,000. 

The tanker blaze was said to 
have been blown into the city by 
the high wind. Fire fighters were 
sent to the stricken city from as 
far away as Madrid, in many 
cases over miles of snow-covered 
mountain roads. Early reports said 
three persons had been killed. 

Other Spanish towns and cities 
were sending food supplies to help 
the fire refugees. Burgos is going 
without bread today, aaving con- 
tributed its enfire <upply. Almera 
offered 3000 loaves. . 
The modern section of Santander 
was said to have escaped damage. 
Soldiers and military police were 
sent from San Sebastian. 


27 Drown in the Tagus. 


The known death toll from the 
hurricane included 27 workers and 
farmers drowned in the Fagus Riv- 
er near Alhandra, Portugal, nine 
killed in Lisbon, and 26 killed near 
San Sebastian, Spain, when three 
coaches of a train were blown 
from a bridge into the Urola 
River. 

More than 120 were injured in 
the train acajdent and 150 persons 
were hurt in Lisbon, where the 
property damage was estimated 
at hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. 

Many of those injured in the 
train accident were taken to the 
gale-damaged hospital at nearby 
Zumaya, where operations were per- 
formed in candle light.

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Charge Made by Inquiry Board 
Against Captain of Liner 
Which Grounded. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP). — 
Capt. George V. Richardson, mas- 
ter of the 24,289-ton liner Manhat- 
tan, was charged today with having 
been negligent when the ship 


grounded near West Palm Beach, 
Fla., last Jan. 12. 

He was specifically accused of 
“failing and neglecting to go on 
the bridge of the vessel and take 
command of the vesse: at the 
proper time,” and of “having failed 
to make a timely change of course 
away from the Florida coast.” 

The charges were preferred by a 
special inquiry board of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Marine Inspection 
and Navigation. Accused along 
with Capt. Richardson, described as 
a skipper “with a long and perfect 
record,” was First Officer Joseph 
H. Burger. 

Each man pleaded not guilty 
after the charges were read, and 
Burger immediately took the wit- 
ness stand. 

After testifying about the taking 
of bearings, he asserted that at no 
time had he been given instruc- 
tions to change the liner’s course. 

Heading the special boarc of in- 
quiry was Capt. George Fried, ma- 
rine hero and a former shipmate of 
Capt. Richardson. 

The liner was refloated 22 days 
after it grounded with 199 passen- 

ers. It is in a Brooklyn drydock 
undergoing repairs. 

Capt. Richardson concluded the 
testimony when the United States 
Lines placed him on the stand to 
tell of his* record of 21 years as a 
ship captain without having a 
charge lodged against him. 

He said that it was his first 
“stranding” and that he had com- 
manded such vessels as the Finland, 
Minnekahda, Manchuria, Mongolia, 
California, Virginia and the Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. 

The board said it would forward 
its findings to Washington where 
a final decision will be made.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 17.— 
State Auditor Forrest Smith said 
today he saw no prospect that the 
State could repay the city of St. 
Louis the °$90,000 it now owes the 
city’s revolving food stamp plan 
before next June. 


Smith had been informed on Sat- 
urday by Deputy Comptroller 
Charles L. Cunningham of St. 
Louis that the city would refuse 
to honor the State Social Security 
Commissions food requisitions 
in return for the food stamps un- 
less the city were reimbursed by 
the end of this month. 

If the city declines to honor the 
food requisitions, it will mean that 
all St. Louisans who receive direct 
relief will be unable to purchase 
the Federal food ‘stamps and thus 
be prevented from receiving the 
added free food stamps with which 
to buy Federal surplus food com- 
modities. : 

Smith said the State had almost 
no ready cash at the present time 
and would not have any until in- 
come tax payments are made in 
May and June. 

The controversy between the 
city and the State is as follows: 
the city set up a $200,000 revolving 
fund out of which to buy the food 
stamps from the Federal Surplus 
Commodities Corporation and set 
the stamp plan in operation. It has 
honored the food requisitions which 
the Social Security Commission 
gives to persons on direct relief in 
lieu of cash, but expected to be 
reimbursed monthly by the State 
for the food requisitions. 

This has not been done. To date 
th; city has received only $12,719 
from the State, which owes the city 
$90,721 at present. Additional food 
requisitions for February will in- 
crease the debt to about $120,000 
by the end of the month, Cunning- 
ham informed Smith that under 
this procedure the revolving fund 
soon would be exhausted. 

Smith said that about the only 
cash which the State is now re- 
ceiving is the $1,800,000 taken in 
monthly under the sales tax. Since

The commission also directed 
dealers in second-hand tools to 
make weekly reports to the Gov- 
ernment on their stocks on hand 
and to submit monthly reports on 
all sales and the prices obtained. 

The commission said that some 
machine tools had been priced at

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WILLKIE THINKING 
OF TRIP TO CHINA 
FOR WAR SURVEY 


Says Decision Has Not 
Been Made — Expects to 
Return to Practice of 
Law in Near Future. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17 (AP).— 
Wendell L. Willkie may decide to 
follow up his survey of England 
with a visit to the battlefields of 
China. : 

Friends said today that the 1940 
Republican presidential nominee 
Was anxious to make a trip to the 
Far East for a first-hand study of 
the vast section of interior Ohina 


which has not been occupied by 


the Japanese. 

Willkie himself had little com- 
ment on the report that he would 
fly across the Pacific to survey 
Chinese conditions. 

“There is nothing definite yet,” 
he said. “I expect to return to the 


practice of law in the near future.” 

Friends reported that if Willkie 
did travel to the Orient he would 
be accompanied by the same com- 
panions who went with him to 
England—John Cowles, midwestern 
publisher, and Landon Thorne, 
New York business man. 

It was said that if Willkie did 
decide to go to China he would 
talk first with Secretary of State 
Hull and President Roosevelt. 
Friends recalled that Willkie con- 
sulted those officials before he 
made his trip to England. 

Willkie was in Washington over 
the week end for meetings of the 
Women’s Press Clubs. He ad- 
dressed the women yesterday and 
was scheduled for an off-the-record 
address to the National Press Club 
today—a talk which was expected 
to detail his experiences in Eng- 
land. 

Returning to New York tomor- 
row night, Willkie will be ready to 
consult friends about his future 
work in the law. It was believed 
here that he would join an impor- 
tant law firm or start an organiza- 
tion of his own. 


Some associates said, however, 
that Willkie would hesitate to take 
any position until he had decided 
whether to make the trip to Cnina. 
These sources quoted him as say- 
ing that “if I should go to work, 
I couldn’t expect to take a vaca- 
tion right away.”

Fears that Germany might have 
demanded the right to send troops 
across Yugoslavia were reliably 
said to uave been unwarranted. 

Cvetkovic met with his Cabinet 
for 30 minutes yesterday to tell 
the ministers of his conference with 
Hitler and.of Germany’s wishes re- 
garding Yugoslavia. The meeting 
was described as harmonious. 


In London, the British news 
agency, Reuters, reported that well- 
informed Belgrade circles believed 
Hitler had offered Yugoslavia some 
territorial concessions in return 
for its “disinterest in the fate of 
Greece” and the cession to Hungary 
and Bulgaria of districts taken 
from those countries after the 
World War. 

Concessions to Yugoslavia were 
described by the agency as the 
Drin River. valley in Northern Al- 
bania, an outlet to the Aegean Sea 
at Salonika through a 20-mile cor- 
ridor in Greece, and territory 
around Lake Ochrida presumably 
including the territory now held 
by the Greeks.

“Should the Axis Powers win,” 
Barkley continued, “they will have

“This may have been the pretext 
upon which it was begun. But its 
genesis lies deeper than mere 
physical delineations upon a map. 


“It is a war of ideas; a war of 
philosophies; a war to impose upon 
the world a system of moral, eco- 
nomic ‘and political controls to 
which it has never been subjected 
in all its history. These controls 
are diametrically opposed to the 
doctrine of self-government. They 
are avowedly antagonistic to Chris- 
tianity or any form of religion 

“The result is economic bond- 
age. It is religious bondage. It 
is political bondage. And it is in- 
tellectual bondage. You cannot 
have intellectual freedom where 
the soul of man is enslaved. You 
cannot have economic freedom 
where the political rights of man 
are trampled under feet. 
| “An Inhuman Revolution.” 

“Can there be any doubt of the 
intention of Hitler to impose this 
revolting system upon the whole 
world, including the United States? 
Although Hitler calls it a revolu- 
tion of young nations and young 
peoples against old and decadent 
nations, we have already recog- 
nized it for what it is, an inhuman 
and bestial revolution against ev- 
ery freedom for which men have 
striven through centuries of hard- 
ship.” 

If Germany should win, Barkley 
declared, that nation and her al- 
lies “would have control of foreign 
exchange and of trade and raw 
materials in Europe and Asia, in- 
cluding materials vital to our na- 
tional defense and national life.” 

“They would control investments 
in stocks in the Western Hemis- 
phere outside the United States 
which were heretofore held by 
Dutch, Belgian, Scandinavian, Pol- 
ish, Czech, French and British 
countries,” Barkley continued.

the company’s McCormick works 
in Chicago. 

Also a strike started today at the 
Richmond (Ind.) plant of Interna- 
tional. A union spokesman said 
about 200 of the plant’s 1200 em- 
ployes walked out this morning. He 
said others would follow later in the 
day. 

CIO unionists at the Foster- 
Wheeler Corporation plant in Car- 
teret, N. J., seeking paid holidays 
among other things, were still out 
on a strike which began last 
Wednesday and tied up defense 
contracts for brass pipe and ship 
boilers totaling $305,000. 

Murray Says Ford Will Sign. 

In Detroit, Philip Murray, presi- 
dent of the CIO, predicted that the 
Ford Motor Co. would be forced to 
sign a contract with the CIO Unit- 
ed Automobile Workers. 

“Henry Ford says he will never 
sign a contract with a CIO union,” 
Murray told « rally of 4500 union- 
ists, “but he will. 

“No employer can prevent the 
constructive, orderly development 
and establishment of the UAW-CIO 
at the Ford Motor Co. here and 
throughout the country. 

“I don’t think there is any one 
single man who, though he may be- 
lieve it, is bigger than the people 
of the United States.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18

Justice Douglas said that “the 
mode of enforcing the tax on the 
privileges” of Iowa transactions 
constituted no‘ discrimination 
against interstate commerce. 

The tax generally was imposed 
on the sale of tangible personal 
property for use in the State. The 
litigation applied only to mail order 
purchases from outside the State. 
An Iowa Supreme Court decision 
held the tax unconstitutional, as 
applied to the two corporations.

EUROPE HAD 51 PCT. OF WORLD 
PRE-WAR TRADE, STUDY SHOWS 


League of Nations Survey Reveals 
That North America Had Only 
14 Pct. in 1938. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 17 (AP).—A 


survey by the League of Nations 
Intelligence Service disclosed today 
that Europe, with 19 per cent of the 
world’s population and 4 per cent 
of its land area, more than equaled 


the rest of the world in total trade 
before the war. 

Europe, including the United 
Kingdom, but excluding Soviet Rus- 
sia, shared 51 per cent of the 
world’s commerce in 1938, accord- 
ing to “Europe’s Trade,” the survey 
published as the first American 
product of the League’s economic 
and financial section now located 
at Princeton, N. J. The work was 
aided by the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion. 

The study. said total value of Eu- 
rope’s trade for that year, adding 
imports to exports, amounted to 
$24,070,000,000, while the total world 
commerce amounted to 346,860,000, 
000. 
North America, with 7 per cent 
of the world’s population and 15 per 
cent of its area, handled only 14 per 
cent of the world trade.

Attitude on Japan. 


Meanwhile, Australia in par- 
ticular has been most eager to do 
nothing to provoke Japan into 
warlike action. Until recently, 
there was a marked tendency in 
some quarters to pursue a policy of 
appeasement toward Japan even 
though appeasement~had failed dis- 
astrously in the Empire’s relations 
with Germany and Italy. Japan 
was formerly an excellent customer 
for Australian wool and other ex- 
ports so that, besides the natural 
desire not to precipitate a war in 
the Southwestern Pacific in addi- 
tion to the war in Europe, there 
was a desire to keep on good terms 
with a valued customer. Scrap iron 
was sold to Japan as late as No- 
vember and in September, 1940, 20,- 
000,000 bushels of Australian wheat 
were sold to Japan on 18 months’ 
credit. Such sales no longer are 
being made. 

Neither the Australian Govern- 
ment nor many Australian citizens 
ever seem to have considered that 
aid to China constitutes a deterrent 
to Japanese aggression in other 
quarters.| I found little interest 
in keeping Japan preoccupied in 
China by aid such as that being 
given by the United States. It was 
frankly admitted that Australia 
wished to do nothing to provoke 
Japan. In the hope of appeasing 
Japan, the Australian Government 
last spring urged Great Britain to 
close the Burma road and thereby 
shut off supplies to China. The 
New Zealand Government, how- 
ever, was strongly opposed to the 
closing of the Burma Road and 
so indicated to the British For- 
eign Office. 


Burma Road Mistake. 


It is now generally recognized in 
Australia as well as New Zealand 
that the closing of the Burma 
Road was a mistake and today 
there is much less appeasement 
sentiment as regards Japan, none 
as regards Germany and Italy. In- 
fluential newspapers editorially re- 
buked two members of the Cabinet 
who went out of their way to say 
reassuring things to Japan, and 
there is a general realization that 
Japan is the ally of powers seek- 
ing the destruction of the Empire 
and may at any moment actively 
engage in the war. 

To that end both Australia and 
New Zealand are strengthening 
their defenses as rapidly as pos- 
sible and are contributing material- 
ly to the defenses of Singapore, the 
Dutch East Indies and other areas 
of the Southwestern Pacific. To the 
same end they are keeping in close 
touch with the United States.

N answer to the often-raised 
] auestion: Why aren’t the Jews 

doing more to beat Hitler: Rep- 
resentatives of the Jewish colony 
in Palestine have recently gone to 
England and come to this country 
to inform both peoples what a con- 
siderable effort the small colony is 
making. 

At the beginning of the war, the 
Jewish agency for Palestine pledged 
“unqualified and unconditioned 
help” to the British Government. 
The agency might have driven a 
bargain, but felt that it could not, 
since the Nazis were so obviously 
the enemies of the Jewish people. 
Then the Jews settled down to wait 
for British requests. 

The first was small: The British 
military asked for 800 Jewish artis- 
ans to fill gaps in the Royal En- 
gineers both in Palestine proper 
and in nearby Egypt. 

The next to be formed were some 
Jewish transport companies for use 
in the Holy Land. 

The next British demand was 
far more serious: 1500 highly skilled 
mechanics for aviation ground 
crews. The ground crews were 
promptly available. 

8000 Men in Service. 

Nothing more was requested until 
France got out of the war and Italy 
went in on the side of Germany. 
Then, with the French Near East- 
ern armies “neutralized,” the Brit- 
sh requested and received 2500 


young Zionists for pioneer com- 


panies. Four hundred more were 
militarized and given port duty as 
stevedores. Finally, 900 regular in- 
fantry were raised and attached to 
the Royal East Kent Battalion.

In Central Europe, the Zionist 
leaders say, are some 6,000,000 Jew- 
ish pariahs, subject to persecution 
and probable extermination if they 
do not manage to escape, or if Hit- 
ler is not speedily overthrown, As 
the Zionists see jt, some 2,000,000 
will probably die, in any case; an- 
other 2,000,000 may manage to be- 
come inconspicuous and survive in 
cdfpers somewhere, while the last 2,- 
000,000 could, and should, be 2 ved. 
There is no decent place for them 
to go but to Palestine. No other 
country wants them. Palestine, the 
Zionists contend, could, contrary 
to the British argument, give a 
new home to the entire 2,000,000.

URUGUAY SENDING MISSIONS

Ship Losses Are 
Laid to Gossips 

New Spy Hunt 
Accompanied by 


Campaign Against 
Careless Talk.

LONDON, Feb. 17 (A). 


LARMED over ship losses de- 
scribed as apparently due to 
information leaks, Britain is 
launching a new campaign to hunt 
spies and end careless talk that 
gives information to Axis agents. 
“It is hard to pin things like this 
down,” one source said, “and it is 
inadviseble to cite specific cases, 
but too many times the bombing 
and submarining of merchant ships, 
warships or convoys have occurred 
under circumstances that looked as 
if somebody had found out some- 
thing about ship movements that 
they shouldn’t have known.” 

He declined to estimate what part 
of the average of 62,000 tons week- 
ly in merchant shipping losses 
thought to be due to’ tips by Axis 
agents, saying: “When a newly- 
arrived ship is bombed in harbor 
or when merchant ships with a 
weak convoy or none at all are 
caught out it may be due to aerial 
reconnaissance,. to an agent’s tip 
or to luck, or all three. We want 
to eliminate agents’ tips.” 


Spies on Trains. 


One favorite hunting ground for 
spies is said to be in compartments 
of trains operating out of port 
towns. An agent sidles into one 
where he sees a sailor on leave 
and listens in on the conversation, 
in which the sailor may tell the 
name of his ship, where it has been, 
what cargo it carried and how long 
his leave i: for, indicating when 
his ship will sail again. 

Beside the trains, it was said, the 
lagents haunt the dockside saloons, 
amusement centers, barber shops, 
lobbies where sailors on leave meet 
their friends and in places where 
there are telephone booths.

They 
would, however, be observed by 
British agents in Belgrade, who 
keep close tally on Danube River 
traffic. The knockdown method of 
shipping by rail is inconvenient 
but avoids this difficulty and pre- 
serves the surprise element. It is 
not expected that the submarines 
will be used unless the German 
campaign should turn eastward

The Germans are now chiefly 
occupied in erecting heavy coast 
artillery, a weapon served in the 
Reich by the navy, along the coast 
to protect Constanta and eventually 
dominate the Danube delta, as well 
as to prevent British battleships 
from bombarding the Rumanian 
Shipyards at Braila and Galatz. 
The guns, of calibers up to 10 
inches, have been shipped by rail 
and mounted on the stony coastal 
profile, which makes an excellent 
base. Several are said to be for- 
mer battleship guns of the type 
used on railroad cars in France. 
The Germans have also taken 
over the base at Mamaia, near Con- 
stanta, started by the British in 
1938, and are completing the docks, 
warehouses and repair shops. It is

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WHY THEY’RE BEHAVING. 

Das Schwarze Korps, worrying because German 
wives are worrying about what their husbards are 
doing in Paris, Armentieres and Bar-le-duc, is ready 
with reassurances. “The German soldier in France 
has, in general, something else to do than to follow 
in the steps of Casanova.” 

Independent evidence confirms the claim that the 
German boys in France are not doing much philan- 
dering.

Of course, nobody in the world enjoys being 
snubbed, particularly if he has a guilty conscience. 
So the German boys are having their social troubles 
in France and Himmler’s house organ is trying very, 
very hard to put the best face on it. 
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A VICIOUS MEASURE. 
There seems to be a confusion in the minds of 
Missourians between the criminal syndicalism bill 
introduced in the Legislature last week and the so- 
called “model” anti-sabotage law drafted by a con- 
ference of Federal and state officials in Washington. 
The “model” law, while containing certain provi- 
sions which would render its adoption inadvisable, 
is at least the consensus of some pretty intelligent 
people, 230 in all, gathered from 30 states in the 
Union. It is a painstaking document, dealing ex- 
clusively with overt acts of sabotage and prescrib- 
ing a few careful changes in existing law to deal 
with them. Its chief danger is that some of its sec- 
tions make conviction dependent upon a proving of 
“intention,” and in many states ordinary juries, 
perhaps swept by war hysteria, would be charged 
with deciding what might have gone on inside the 
mind of a defendant. : | | 
But the bill introduced in the Missouri Legislature 
is not directed exclusively at overt acts of sabotage. 
It is directed at people’s political associations and at 
their private opinions. It is not a carefully consid- 
ered document, the elaborate yet restrained meeting 
of minds of officials and lawyers and law ‘professors 
from the entire nation. It is a simple bill based on 
the criminal syndicalism laws which sprang up in 
many states during the World War hate wave—laws 
which have been abused terribly, laws which. have 
choke civil liberty and have been trained

Willkie’s invasion of Washin 
ton were the richest sight to be seen 
in this political city for a good 
many months, Noses out of joint, 
teeth on edge and thin, sour smiles 
are always pretty comic themselves. 
In this case they were also striking- 
ly interesting, since they meant 
that Willkie, by sheer imagination 
and force of personality, had res- 
cued himself from the obscure fate 
the politicians optimistically 
planned for him. 

When the campaign ended, it was 
generally agreed among Republi- 
can leaders of the type of Ex- 
President Herbert Hoover that 
Wilkie was to be treated as 
a nine days’ wonder on the 
tenth day. Now, however, all that 
ls over. By his stand on the lease- 
lend bill and his trip to Britain, 
Willkie has secured his position as 
a public figure of the first impor- 
tance. Just what his next step 
may be it is difficult to know. Since 
the war in the Far Eastern theater 
is growing so much more menac- 
ing, many of his friends are urging 
him to follow his trip to Britain 
with a trip to China and Australia, 
to round out his knowledge of the 
world situation. But whether he 
goes to the Far East or stays at 
home, his importance is now a per- 
manent political fact. 

Furthermore, having dissented 
from the opinion of the majority of 
other leaders of his party, he now 
can enjoy the spectacle of the ma- 
jority veering toward his views. 

Republican Senators, who once 
talked of the lease-lend bill as an- 
other court bill, are wondering if 
they can find some way to vote for 
the bill after all. Hoover himself, 
who threatened to charge Willkie 
publicly with war-mongering, has 
apparently concluded the moment 
is inopportune. In short, the ‘poli- 
ticians are well aware Willkie has 
done himself great good. 


Turned the Tables. 

INALLY, Willkie has placed 
F himself in a position to carry 

out reprisals. The reactionary 
and isolationist Republican ele- 
ments went after him. Willkie can 
now go after them. For a starter 
he is expected to lambast the 
party’s connections with such ex- 
ponents of its Ulysses Grant era 
doctrine as Joseph Pew of Sun Oil 
and such groups as the Coughlin- 
ites.

But the essential differ- 
ence between Willkie and his less 
adroit rivals is that he expresses 
the convictions and aspirations of 
a great many voters, while the Re- 
publican old guard can hardly be 
said to be express convictions or 
aspirations of any sort, 

Willkie’s future is still a diffi- 
cult problem. If he goes to the 
Far East, his decision will be 
temporarily deferred. On his re- 
turn, however, he will have to 
make up his mind whether to fol- 
low his present plan of resuming 
law practice in New York, or to 
reserve himself more definitely for 
the public service. At the moment, 
he is still telling his friends he is 


the administration, although there 
is now an excellent indication that 
he can have a big job if he wants 
one. His reason is that while he 
and the President may see eye to 
eye on foreign policy, their dif- 
ferences on domestic questions are 
as great as ever. Perhaps as the 
world situation grows increasing- 
ly serious, and domestic questions 
recede further and further into 
obscurity, he will change his mind.

Church 14 Years—Going 
to Minneapolis. 


The Rev. Dr. Arnold H. Lowe 
will leave Kingshighway Presby- 
terian Church this spring, after a 
14 years’ pastorate, to become pas- 
tor of Westminster Presbyterian 
Church, Minneapolis. The Min- 
neapolis church, in a downtown lo- 
cation, is one of the five largest in 
the Presbyterian body. 

Dr. Lowe's resignation, an- 
nounced yesterday, came as a sur- 
prise to his congregation. Dr. 
Lowe, less than a year ago, had 
declined an invitation to become 
head of the department of practical 
theology at Western Theological 
Seminary, Pittsburgh. 

He came to St. Louis after serv- 
ing for eight years as professor of 
biblical literature and philosophy 


in Missouri Valley College, Mar- 
shali, Mo. He was president of the 
Metropolitan Church Federation for 
1935 and has headed the Ministerial 
Alliance and the board of trustees 
of St. Louis Presbytery. Dr. Lowe 
is a trustee of two Missouri Col- 
leges, Westminster at Fulton and 
Lindenwood at St. Charles, and will 
resign from their boards. He will 
remain as president of the denom- 
inational Board of Education, 
which, with headquarters in Phila- 
delphia, directs educational work 
in church colleges and carries on 
work at state universities. 

Dr. Lowe, a native of Switzerland, 
came ts the United States when 15 
years old and, working his way, 
took a theological course and be- 
came a home missionary in North 
Dakota and Montana. For four 
years he was a missionary in East 
Africa. He returned to this coun- 
try and in 1917 left an assistant pas- 
torate in Pittsburgh to enlist in the 
United States Army, with which he 
served in France as a machine- 
gunner. Near the end of the war 
he was made a chaplain with the 
rank of Second Lieutenant. On his 
return to this country he was called 
to the Missouri Valley College pro- 


fessorship.

before a private screening of his 
newest hope “Cheers for Miss Bish- 
op.” 

"encase started when there 
weren’t any commercial moving 
pictures, only 150-foot reelers of 
subjects suitable for showing in 
churches and schools. His father 
was in the calcium light business 
in Pittsburgh and dying left the 
business to his son. 

The son realized that electricity 
would take the place of calcium 
lighting. In 1906 with $2000, he 
went to New York and invested in 
moving picture apparatus and 
films, setting up as the Pittsburgh 
Light and Film Co. Soon he had 
a prosperous string of nickelodeons, 
which in 1910 he sold to a trust 
for $1,000,000. 

“I’m. sorry,” he recalled, “but 
in 1912 feature length pictures bé- 
gan to appear and the short reel 
producers and distributers lost out.” 

In 1914, Rowland helped organ- 
ize the old Metro company (now 
Metro, Goldwyn, Mayer) with an 
investment of $60,000. Five years 
later, when his associates objected 
to filming “The Four Horsemen of 
the Apocalypse,” with Valentino as 
star at a salary of only $150 a 
week, Rowland, in a fit of tem- 
perament, agreed to the sale of 
the company to Marcus Loew for 
33,100,000. Another company made 
the Four Horsemen” and Valen- 
tino made his first big hit. 

But Rowland, a bald, hearty man 
and seemingly practical, doesn’t re- 
gret his action. He still expresses 
sympathy for artistic tempera- 
ment, 

J invested my profits in an- 
other chain of theaters,” Rowland 
related, “but the post-war depres- 
sion got me. I had to go back to 
work producing. I joined the First 
National Company. We made, 
among other pictures, ‘Flaming 
Youth,” ‘Lost World, ‘So Big,’ ‘Dawn 
Patrol,’ The Sea Hawk,’ The Pat- 
ent Leather Kid,’ in which Dick 
Barthelmess made his comeback.

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How Doctors 
Detect Lack 
Of Vitamins

E went along for years with- 

out realizing that the sub- 

stance we call vitamins in the 
food are necessary for normal 
growth and vigorous health. The 
conditions which result from lack 
of vitamins are rather elusive. 

Nowadays, however, the modern 
doctor is alert to the possibility of 
vitamin deficiency and he pays par- 
ticular attention to the following 
signs which may indicate de- 
ficiency: : 

In the first place, he makes an 
examination of the eyes to see 
whether or not there is any night 
blindness. This is perhaps the best 
general test of vitamin deficiency, 
and if night blindness is present it 
indicates that probably a number 
of vitamins 
diet. 

The condition of the tongue is 
very important. A rough, fissured 
or raw tongue is good evidence of 
vitamin deficiency. Ulcerations or 
cracks around the lips are also 
noted. The condition of the bones, 
especially if there is any swelling 
of the long bones toward the end; 
whether there is any pain present 
over the bones, are especially valu- 
able signs in infants. 

The condition of the skin itself 
is an indication of vitamin de- 
ficiency. If the skin is rough and 
shows little plugs at the mouth of 
the sweat glands which makes it 
look as if there were gooseflesh, 
this is considered to be an indica- 
tion of vitamin deficiency. A gen- 
eral feeling of lassitude is noted, 
and, in general, a feeling of well 
being would indicate that the vita- 
min supply in the food is sufficient.

N trying to arrive at a diag- 
[nosis it is well to inquire into 

the dietary habits of the individ- 
ual—What kind of a cook is there 
in the household? Does she cook 
for one or several? A person liv- 
ing alone and cooking his or her 
own meals is much more likely to 
use processed foods which do not 
contain vitamins in large num- 
bers. A housewife 
several people, on the whole, is 
likely to have a more balanced diet 
containing a good quantity of 
vitamins. 

The whole subject of vitamins is 
one which undoubtedly will be in- 
creasing in importance within the 
next few years. More and more 
conditions are being found in 
which concentrated vitamin diets 
will be efficacious. 

I have, for instance, before me a 
report on arthritis and rheuma- 
tism in which it has been found 
accidentally that pushing the vita- 
mins will lead to improvement. In 

these cases the vitamins act some- 
what like drugs—it is not a ques- 
tion so much that there is defi- 
ciency in the diet, but the vitamin 
in concentrated form acts in a 
helpful way as if it were a chem- 
ical. One thing that has made 
treatment so popular is that at 
any rate, it never does any harm 
and there is very little toxicity as- 
sociated with the vitamins,

Scientists Discover That 


By Emily C. Davis 
OU have been told that wom- 
en's fashions are fickle. New 
today. But, tomorrow—“My 
dear, I couldn’t wear it to a dog- 
tight!” . 

Well—here’s a surprise. | 

Two anthropologists, who are the 
type of scientists dealing in the 
science of man, including woman, 
have delved into the past and pres- 
ent of women’s dresses. They 
delved 322 years deep, poring over 
Godey’s ladies’ fashion plates, paint- 
ings of Watteau shepherdesses, 
portraits of European queens, in 
fact, every ‘fashion picture they 
could find. 

And they have come up with the 
discovery that it takes about 100 
years for the basic features of 
women’s dress to complete a full 
cycle of changes. A hundred years 
is once in a lifetime, a very long 
lifetime, even in this era of older 
and older populations. : 

From wasp waist to free breath- 
ing and back again is one fashion 
cycle that takes about a century, 
according to this scientific study. 
Looking ahead, we may be wasp- 
waisted again before this decade is 
over. 

Waists are only one of six fea- 
turés of dress which the two an- 
thropologists rated “basic.” Every 
one of the six, they have discov- 
ered, is going around in its own 
snail-pace cycle of approximately 
a century. 

The two anthropologists, Dr. Al- 
fred L. Kroeber of the University 
of California and Dr. Jane Rich- 
erdson of Columbia University, 
picked out fashions for scientific 
analysis because they figured that 
fashions are a good sample of 
cultural changes in our civiliza- 
tion. 

As matter-of-factly as they would 
study changes in Indian blanket 
designs before and after the white 
man’s arrival, the anthropologists 
laig out European and American 
fashion pictures and went to work. 

Work in this case means chart- 
ing ups and downs of skirts, fig- 
uring expansion and contraction of 
waistbands, and measuring neck 
and chest exposure. 

The first step in learning whys 
and wherefores of human culture 
—whether you study jungle head- 
hunters or 1941 Americans—is to 
find out precisely when and how 
often specific changes have been 
occurring. This information on 
feminine clothes is now reported 
by the two investigators in a tech- 
nical publication that reduces fri- 
volities of dresses to pages of tab- 
ulated figures and wavy graphs 
with dots alongside. 

Here are the six dimensions of 
dress that are really basic, accord- 
ing to an anthropological science: 

1. Length of skirt. 2. Width of 
skirt. 3. Length of waist. 4. Width 
or thickness of waist. 5. Depth of 
neckline. 6, Width of neckline. 

Skirts were at their narrowest 
in 1811, and again they were almost 
skin-tight in 1926, the investigation 
shows. Women of France thought 
they were wearing something 
startlingly new in the 1800-1810 dec- 
ade, because clinging, classic gowns 
were the rage. Anthropologists can 
see the trend now. Fashions were 
steering toward those tight skirts 
for 50 years. Same was true before 
1926.

us again in a few years, were the 
vogue in Queen Elizabeth’s time. 
That is farther back in fashion his- 
tory than the two anthropologists 
actually pushed their research. 
But they traced tiny waists back 
to the 1670s. They found semi- 
wasps in style in the 1770s, just a 
century later. And nearly another 
century after, women were laced, 
tighter than ever in the 1850s. 

As for ups and downs of skirts, 
we may expect skirts to lengthen 
in the years ahead, judging by 
the past. Skirts were very short 
in 1814, and again in 1833. Not 
knee-high, but shorter than they 
had ever been for two whole cen- 
turies. Fashion between 1814 and 
1833 lingered in a short-skirt era. 

Similarly, we are lingering now 
in a short-skirt era. Skirts hit a 
record high level in 1927, and are 
short now. The anthropologists 
find that when a basic dimension 
of fashion hits a maximum or mini- 
mum, it often lingers there for some 
years before it swings away toward 
its opposite goal. 

To stay in fashion in our civiliza-

But at any rate, they 
are the details that make styles 
seem as capricious as the weather, 
and as perennially entertaining. 

Sleeves are modes of a year. So 
are ruffles, trains, high shoulders.

There are minor crests and 
troughs in the long cycle. But 
the pattern of the cycle itself holds 
firm, and the cycle shaken by wars 
or revolution settles to its invis- 
ibly slow and certain course, in 
time. 

The popular notion that individ- 
uals tremendously affect fashion 
history is discounted by these 
scientists who probe fashion as a 
culture trait. They say that his- 
torians of costume may be partly 
right in crediting Marie Antoi- 
nette, Empress Eugenie, Recamier, 
and the various Princes of Wales 
with setting fashions. But—they 
add that much more likely the re- 
verse is true: fashions influenced 
these spotlighted figures. 

As the anthropologists explain 

this: 
“Individuals conform to the 
style which they find in existence, 
operate in minor ways within its 
configuration, and at times of co- 
incidence receive false credit for 
‘causing’ one or more of its fea- 
tures.” 

Dr. Kroeber and Dr. Richardson 
do not think that our cycles would 
necessarily fit the clothing situa- 
tion as it was in ancient Egypt 
or Greece. Probably the Greeks 
had cycles, too, but different ones. 

As the anthropologists see it, 
European clothing in recent cen- 
turies has got into a groove of 
what is considered ideak To see 
what the ideal is, simply look 
around. The ideal is the sort of 
clothes women wear and have 
been wearing through the past few 
centuries. 

The ideal is flexible enough to 
allow for the wide swing of 
changes from knee skirts to dust 
catchers, from hoops to hobbles. 
But the ideal is strong enough to 
hold the fashion trend firm to its 
orbit. After all, we don’t ever go 
quite native, nor copy Fiji Island 
or Chinese or ancient Roman 
dress.

He took 
the ace of diamonds and led his 
last spade, hoping that if this were 
ruffed in dummy declarer would 
not be able to enter his hand 
without losing a trump trick. 

This, however, was one of the 
myriad occasions in which close 
analysis would have paid a hand- 
some dividend. South’s previous 
ruff with the nine of hearts had 
marked him with the A-Q-J-10-9. 
West should have realized that 
South could, and would, return to 
his hand with a trump after 
ruffing the spade in the dummy. 

Nothing could be done if declar- 
er had the A-Q or A-J of clubs, 
but if his clubs were no better than 
A-10, only a little. self-control on 
West's part was needed to stop 
the game. West should have ducked 
the second diamond! 

Then declarer would have been 
helpless. The continuation of the 
diamonds would. permit West to 
win and return the suit. And East 
would ruff, thus either winning the 
trick or establishing a trump trick 
for west.

“Tipperary”—it was the song of 


L—jthe British soldier during the last 


World War; and so popular did 
Tommy Adkins make it that our 


idoughboys, too, got the habit of 


n. singing it on the march and even 
in the trenches, with all the gusto 
of the homesick Irishman longing 
for his home town, 

“Tipperary” was not a war song. 
It has no reference to the plight of 
a soldier, far from his hearth. It 


was simply a light sentiment, a 


{wistful voicing of the nostalgia of 


a son of Erin for the beloved com- 
munity of his boyhood and youth, 
and a sweet girl—the sweetest in 
fact—he used to know. 

Casually sung in the London 
music halls a year or two before 
the war, it was soon after the out- 
break of hostilities that its lilting, 
rhythmic refrain began to circle 
the globe and assume the aspect of 
an international ballad. 

While the authorship of “Tipper- 
ary” has been debated, the words 
and music are generally credited to 
Jack Judge, an Irish singer living 
in London, and his assistant, Henry 
James Williams. 


Rejected by one music house 
after another, the publisher saw ful- 
filled the prophesy he is said to 
have made to the discouraged com- 
poser: 

“Take my word for it, not only 


‘Edinburgh, but all the world will
